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DEFENDERS OF USURY 


An Editorial 


The city of Edmonton is the only holder of bonds of 
the defaulting municipalities in British Columbia which 
has refused to accept the fair compromise arrangement 
proposed by the Government of that province. The inform- 
ation comes from Hon. A. Wells Gray, minister of munici- 
pal affairs, who stated in Vancouver that “ONLY ONE 
BOND-HOLDER HAS SO FAR REFUSED THE PRO- 
POSED COMPROMISE—THE CITY OF EDMONTON 
SINKING FUND TRUSTEE BOARD.” 


The refusal on the part of Edmonton’s representa- 
tives will make no difference in the event. With other 
creditors, Edmonton will have to accept the terms, under 
compulsion, since it will not do so . voluntarily. But the 
refusal to accept voluntarily is an illustration of the atti- 
tude of Edmonton's council on the subject of money con- 
tracts, as it is in line with the course of the Government of 
Alberta from which the council derives its authority; and 
apparently also its ideas and leadership. 


The council of Edmonton is and has been a “sound” 
money council, as the Government of Alberta is and has 
been a “sound” money Government. Neither of them have 
made any serious effort whatever to bring the debt charges 
of their taxpayers down into relation to the shrinkage 
that has occurred in taxpayer earnings. Edmonton's un- 
employed taxpayers are still having charged up against 
their property the good times interest rates to which they 
were committed when employment was plentiful and wages 
high. The bankrupt farmers of Alberta are still being 
charged with the rates at which provincial money was bor- 
rowed when farming was a profitable occupation. 


In neither the one case nor the other has any effective 
measure been taken, nor any resolute attempt made, to 
readjust the burden into keeping with the reduced ability 
of the taxpayer to bear it. Refusing to depart until it has 
to from the doctrine of “sacred” contracts and “sound” 
money in the cases of its debtors, is at least consistent 
with the whole course of conduct of Edmonton's council 
on the money issue, as it is with the course of the Govern- 
ment of Alberta. .

After all, exemp- 
tions from taxation constitute a 
bonus and to the extent of the 
exemption must be absorbed by 
the public at iarge. The only 
justification for exemption is on 
the basis of the public benefit 
conferred being such as to justify 
exemption. 

“4—That the recommendation 
contained in the Tory report as to 
changes in the Supplementary 
Revenue Act be adopted. 

“8S—That a scheme of refunding 
local debt charges at a lower rate 
of interest be seriously considered 
and if practicable be undertaken.

LARGE REVENUE 

The Dominion income tax last | 
year provided the second greatest 
income for Canada, City Solicitor, 
T. E. Garside said, in reviewing the 
brief. 

“The theory underlying the 
brief,” he said, “is that the various 
units of government should not 
make for discord but 
complimentary to each other. By | 
cooperation the difficulties which | 
are troubling us now can be re-| 
medied. Change is necessary in pre- 
serit taxation methods, with more 
placed under Dominion and provin- 
cial control.” 

The cost of primary education 
should be borne by the provincial 
or’ Dominion government, he felt, 
either by grants or by assuming ad- 
ministration. | 

“The Dominion government has 
geen fit to invade the provincial 
field of taxation without giving 
back an amount in grants commen- 
surate with the amount of revenue 
it receives. Thus an unfair burden 
is being placed on land,” he said 
Licenses, he added, form an import- 
ant source of revenue for the gov- 
ernment. 


NEW AVENUES } 

It was suggested by a member of | 
the council that consideration at the 
meeting be given to avenues of tax- 
ation at present untouched by the 
city. 

Mr. Garside stated that the char- 
ter gave the city the right to levy 
a “householder’s tax” and a tax 
on motor vehicles. A householder’s 
tax in Medicine Hat, he said. had 
produced a revenue of $46,000 last 
year and was assessed on the water 
and light bills 

“That would have the same effect 
as raising the utility rates,” Ald. J 
W. Fry said. 

“Our utilities do give a good re- 
venue and it is extracted in a pain- 
less method,” Ald. James East 
pointed out. 

The vehicles tax has been con- 
sidered unfair, Mayor D. K. Knott 
stated, as it would tax vehicles 
owned in the city while those from | 
such places as Beverley 
city streets every day, 
tree. 

Mr. Garside said that the tax 
research bureau in the United 
States had found that taxes on 
real property had proven a fail- 
ure, due to evasion. The defini- 
tion of rea! property in the States, 
however, meant al! forms of 
wealth, as opposed to the Cana- 
dian definition which referred 
only to land.

The Edmonton Journal in an editorial attacks 
the Honourable Ian Mackenzie, M.P., (Liberal, | 
Vancouver Centre), for the statement he made 
in the Edmonton Bulletin, that Dominion notes 
can be issued up to $700,000,000 and still observe 
the 25% Gold Basis of the World Economic | 
Conference. The Journal in season and out of 
season never loses an opportunity of up-holding | 
the “sound” money theory, which has brought | 
ruin and despair to millions of Canadians during 
the past four years. If the Journal had taken 
the trouble to read the debates on the Dominion 
Notes Bill and Central Bank Act, it would find 
that Mr. Mackenzie’s statement is correct. 

The Central Bank wil take over approxim- 
ately $110,000,000 of gold at a valuation of 
$20.67 per ounce. At the new valuation of $35.00 | 
per ounce, this nts to $180,000,000 in gold. 
Therefore, on the basis of 25%, the Central 
Bank can issue over $700,000,000 in Dominion 
notes. The Journal forgets that the Dominion 
Notes Act was automatically repealed when the 
Central Bank Bill was passed. 


DO WE WANT LOWER TAXES? 
One dollar out of every three collected from 
Edmonton taxpayers has to go to pay interest 
on the city’s funded debt. 
What is worse, one dollar out of every three 


levied, whether collected or not, is ear-marked | 


for that purpose. When the taxes are not fully 
paid, and they are not being fully paid up, the 
debt charges do not stand their share of the 
shortage. They have to be paid in full in any 
case. The shortage in receipts has to be bridged 
by starving civic services or carried forward 
as a deficit at the end of the year, to become 
itself an interest-bearing debt. 

If every dollar levied were collected in the 
year in which it is levied, one dollar in three 
would be a disproportionately large share of the 
tax money to go as interest on debt, in the best 
of times. In a time of depression, with receipts 
running short of the levies, this burden of debt 
charges is ruinous. 

Refinancing Edmonton's debt is needed as a 
way to tax reduction. It is also needed to secure 
the solvency of the city. High interest rates 
and low taxpayer ear S cannot continue 
without disaster. 

Plain justice alike calls for refinancing of 
the debt. Money is not worth half what Ed- 
monton is paying for it. Three, or at the out 
side three and a half, per cent is all Edmonton 
should have to pay. That is as much as the 


taxpayers can pay. It is as much as, in the 
interests of the bond-holders themselves, the 
city should be asked to pay. It is as much as 


any sane and informed bond-holder 
the city can continue to pay. Unless the bond- 
holders want to force the city into liquidation

Upon what basis of reason Ottawa acted in 
abandoning the former one-third contribution 
arrangement, the city does not appear to have 
been informed. Neither has there been assur- 
ance forthcoming that the reduction in the city’s 
monthly grant represents only the reduction in 
the federal contribution. 

What evidently is happening is that the 
Government, or the Governments if they are 
both involved in cutting down the city’s 
monthly grant, think the city council is helpless 
to make any effective protest, and will have to 
either cut down the relief allowances or make 
up the shortage by levying more heavily on 
Edmonton's taxpayers. 

Council should respond by telling the Gov- 
ernments it will take care of the unemployed 
and their families first, and pay the bond-hold- 
ers whatever is left. 


THE OBSOLETE PASSES 

Other times, other manners. Even election 
procedure is subject to the law of evolution. 
The city council has decided to omit this year 
the “ratepayers’ meetings” which in former 
years gave a sort of official send-off to the 
municipal campaign. 

For the reason that the ratepayers have 
ceased to meet on these ceremonial occasions in 
numbers large enough to fulfil the purpose for 
which the meetings were instituted. The 
attendance in recent years has been a standing 
joke, and holding the meetings nothing more 
than formal compliance with a custom that had 
lost meaning and use. 

The “town meeting” was in earlier times the 
means by which the taxpayers of this and other 
urban communities secured information as te 
how their businéss had been conducted through 
the year. But of late, here as elsewhere, it 
has been superceded by other agencies of pub- 
licity, and those whose interests it was supposed 
to serve and protect have not found it worth 
while to attend. 

The abandgnment of the annual meetings 
has been foreseen for several years, and earnest 
efforts to arouse interest in the gatherings and 
stimulate attendance have failed completely 
The audiences have dwindled year after year, 
and the obvious fact is that the taxpayers now 
depend upon other means for their information 

The campaign meetings to some extent serve 
the purpose of the “annual,” but in the main it 
is the newspapers which are looked to by the 
taxpayers for information, supplemented by 
messages from the broadcasting stations. As a 
matter of fact it has been necessary to publish 
in the newspapers the reports presented by the 
civic officials at the sparsely attended rate- 
payers’ meetings, in order that knowledge of 
the city’s business should reach those who have 
to foot the bills. 

The town meeting in Edmonton appears to 
have outlived its usefulness and “hardly will 
be missed.

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More Danger in Not 


Reducing 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


I receive many letters from these who are 
very much overweight and who want to know 
if I believe it would be dangerous for them to 
reduce. My answer is that I believe there is 
more danger in not reducing and I advise that 
they make a determined effort to reduce. My 
experience has shown me 
that reducing is beneficial, 
not harmful, and only good 
results will be obtained by 
losing those excess pounds, 
and I have observed thou- 
sands of cases where the 
weight was reduced by meth- 
ods such as those I advise 
and do not know of a single 
case where the patient failed 
to benefit. 

The only danger I can see 
in reducing occurs where the patient uses a 
toxic diet; however, there is no possible danger 
in reducing if the regimen used consists large- 
ly of fruits and vegetables. These foods provide 
the body with alkaline elements needed to off- 
set acidosis and are in themselves non-fatten- 
ing. I also suggest that a moderate amount of 
protein be taken as it is necessary for the repair 
of muscular tissue. 

There are literally hundreds of delicious 
dishes which do not add weight and which may 
be used by the patient in bringing about a safe 
loss. The principal foods to be avoided are the 
starches, sugars and fats. Instead of cutting the 
meals down to where they become very small, 
it is a better plan to allow the patient plenty of 
the cooked vegetables and salads which will 
help to fill up the stomach and produce a feel- 
ing as though a full meal had been taken. It 
may be advisable to allow the patient to use 
two or more helpings of these vegetables as 
they will banish that “lonesomeness” for food 
usually felt when a reducing diet is attempted. 

The two main points to watch in reducing 
are to cut down or to avoid entirely, starches, 
sugars and fats and to secure plenty of exercise. 
In 95 cases out of 100, the obese person is too 
plump because he has been overeating of fatten- 
ing foods and under-exercising. The best treat- 
ment is to reverse these, which means he must 
eat less of the fattening foods and increase his 
exercise. 

I do not particularly recommend that the 
patient try to lose weight rapidly as I have 
found that the loss will generally remain more 
permanent if it is gradual or slow. 

In deciding whether or not it is advisable for 
you to reduce, the first thing to do is to weigh 
yourself. Then check up your weight with that 
ven on an average weight chart. If it is more 
than fifteen or twenty pounds above that given 
fer your age and height, I would certainly 
advise that you try to reduce. 

If you wish to learn more about the fasting 
and dieting treatment which I have found so 
successful in reducing weight, I suggest that 
you write to me in care of this newspaper. I 
will be glad to send to you the dieting instruc- 
tions, tegether with an article on reducing 
weight and some exercises to follow. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. G. H. J. writes: “For the 
past year my husband has been affected with 
what is called spasmodic torticollis. Will you 
please explain something about it, and tel: me 
if there is any way to relieve him.” 

ANSWER — Torticollis, sometimes called 
wry-neck, is a contraction of the cervical 
muscles usually caused by some infection of the 
spinal accessory nerve. It may appear following 
a cold or a blow. The back portion of the head 
is pulled toward the shoulder of the affected 
side. The face is raised and rotated to the 
other shoulder. In long standing cases these 
muscles may become very rigid or even atro- 
phied. The best treatment seems to be simply 
the application of heat and osteopathic treat- 
ments 

QUESTION—Miss C. A. writes: “When I sit 
or lie down, one side of my nose stops up and I 
cannot breathe through that side until I stand 
or walk around a little. I thought it might be 
sinus trouble and have gone on an eight-day 
tomato juice diet and since then have not been 
drinking any milk and have used few starches. 
I toast all the bread I eat. Please advise me if 
what I have been doing is all right.” 

ANSWER—When the nose stops up on one 
side while lying down, generally indicates a 
catarrhal condition and the sinuses may be in- 
volved. A short tomato juice diet could do no 
harm and might be of some benefit. It would 
be well, however, for you to have an examina- 
tion to find out whether or not the sinuses are 
involved.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (October 25), 1871, 
John Henry Pope, M.P. for Comp- 
ton, was first sworn of the Can- 
adian Privy Council and became 
a member of the cabinet of Sir 
John A. Macdonald. Mr, Pope 
had been in public life from 
1857 and represented Compton in 
the House of Commons until his 
death April 1, 1889. After ac- 
complishing much for agriculture 
he was in Septemb<r, 1885, trans- 
ferred to the railways por-folio, 
and in that capacity averted dis- 
aster to the C.P.R. 

The political and financial op- 
position to the S.ephen Company 
was so bitter that it had to ap- 
peal to the government for ad- 
ditional financial aid in the form 
of a loan of $22,500,000 in 1884. 
But a year later a new crisis was 
reached; the company was at the 
end of its purse; work would have 
to cease unless assistance was 
given, for there was no money to 
pay the men and the cupply deal- 
ers. George Stephen and Donald 
Smith went to Ottawa, int*rview- 
ed Sir John and he promised to 
consult his colleagues and his 
party. Their attitude was hos- 
tile. The cabinet was divided. A. 
W. MeLelan of Nova Scotia, min- 
ister of marine, actually wrote his 


recignation, Sir Alexander Camp- |

bell and Mackenzie Bowell were 
opposed; Sir John had to tell 
Stephen that there could be no 
aid. 

In a final attempt to convince 
the prime minister of the critical 
situation Stephen and his col- 
leagues made anoth¢r trip to Ot- 
tawa. Again S.ephen saw Sir 
John; again the answer was re- 
fusal. Stephen, disheartened, re- 
turned to the Bank of Montr<al 
cottage with the bad news.

ness in standing by the C.P.R. all 
through the company’s difficul- 
ties from 1882 to 1887.”

Abusing a nation for being a low-wage nation is a mistake. 
The real truth is that all the wealth-accumulating human forces 
of the world have always been and still are low-wage forces. 
It looks like an easy road to wealth to get finished products by 
employing low-wage workpeople, and to sell those products in a 
tariff-protected market. These looks are deceptive, because the 
inevitable and unavoidable deflation which always follows, wipes 
out the estimated profits and leaves the workpeople in destitution. 


Yet we never learn; never realize the truth. Nations keep on 
holding disarmament conferences—when the only conferences 
which can do any good are wage-raising conferences. The League 
of Nations could build a new and prosperous world by bringing 
about the establishment of a world-wide minimum wage. There 
would not be enough workpeople in the world to meet the 
demands of the new buying-power. 


The natural resources of every country are sufficient to pay 
liberal wages. The wealth of the Orient is wasted by being kept 
away from the workers—who, once they were fairly paid, would 
turn that pay into buying power and create the world benefiting 
Rennaisance of the Eastern World.

only instead of eight, and the public 
schools for four days 
five. 


The board threw out the proposal |

With their souls filled with an
